CLOSE CALL IN STUDENT DAYS 


Davfce, First Tima Used In tha United 
States, la Expeetad ta Open New 
Field In Operations For Tuberculosis 
and Other Pulmonary 'A-ouble*. 

Tlio first operation In tbe United 
States upon a human being In which 
the cavity, of the thorax was opened 
while the. longs were inflated from a 
chamber ooptalnlqg air at a greater 
pressure than that of the atmosphere 
was performed recently at the Ger¬ 
man hospital, Serenty-eerenth street 
and Park avenue. New York, by Dr. 
Willy Meyer. That institution has 
been the first hospital to be equipped 
with the new positive air pressure ap¬ 
paratus. The operation npoa a little 
boy for etapyema thus far Is deemed 
to have been successful. The pa-- 
tlent’s condition has been satisfactory 
since the operation. * ' , 

It la believed that the use of this 
apparatus will open up a wide field in 
surgery of the thorax. Up to this 
time many operations In the thorax 
hove been difficult to perform and oth¬ 
ers Impossible, owing to the fact that 
as soon as the cavity of the thorax 
was opened tbe atmospheric pressure 
collapsed tbe lungs and breathing 
stopped. 

The apparatus used, which Is-after 
the models of Professor Sanerbrucb 
to a degree, consists of two chambers 
.with a door between the chambers 
and a'door from the smaller chamber 
to the outer air. The chambeta are 
lined with rubber. To them run air 
pipes and valves from a compressor 
run by a motor. 

The operating table Is arranged so 
that the patient lies outside the main 
chamber with his head within It Rub¬ 
ber about the neck of the patient 
keeps tbe air within tbe chamber from 
escaping. The. front of the larger 
chamber Is of glass, which allows the 
surgeons to see within it Within the 
larger chamber when an operation Is 
performed are two anaesthetists, who 
administer the ,ether. The smaller 
chamber Is fcr. their convenience. 
The air pressure within It Is the same 
as that within the larger chamber and 
permits them to leave the patient and 
return without changing'the pressure. 

In tbe operation at the German hos¬ 
pital the pressure was increased very 
gradually uutil it was deemed at the 
proper degree for tbe operation. Then 
the cavity of the thorax was opened' 
While the lungs were Inflated and res¬ 
piration was going on from the com¬ 
pressed air chamber Dr. Meyer and bis 
assistants were working In tbe open 
air. After the cavity of the thorax 
had been opened ft was found that one 
lung waa compressed. With the re; 
moval of the matter which was the ob¬ 
ject of tbe jperatfon the Inng expand 
ed at once and Its use In respiration 
returned.

Francis Marlon Crawford, the Amer¬ 
ican uovellat and historian, who reepnt- 
fy died at Sorrento, Italy, became a 


Mr. Crawford died seated in a big 
armchair, gnslng out of a Window’ of 
hia home at Sorrento, Italy. Before 
him spread tbe beautiful bay of 
Naples, Into which a blood red sun 
was sinking. It was one of thoee rare¬ 
ly beautiful Italian smiseta, and the 
novelist drank In Its superb coloring 
with nil tbe appreciation of his artistic 
nature. 

His mind was perfectly clear. He 
was oppressed by no death ticking 
pain. One of the family was reading 
In a low voice “Plato’s Dialogue on the 
Immortality of the Soul.” In an In¬ 
terval they heard the novelist mur¬ 
mur: 

“I die with Jesus Christ,” 

For some time after that he sat quiet¬ 
ly In his chair. Then, as the sun was 
just about to sink ont of sight, bis 
family hoard him sigh and aay: 

“I enter peacefully Into eternity.” 

The sud disappeared. Marlon Craw¬ 
ford was dead. The family was much 
affected by the solemnity -f the scene. 
All were present except tbe novelist’s 
eldest son.

TEMPLE FOR THE BAHAIS. 


Baha'o'llah’a Followers Plan to Own 
Their Own Building In United 8tataa. 

Such progress has been made by the 
Bahai movement In the United States 
that the New York delegates who re¬ 
turned recently from Chicago, where 
the first general convenUon was held, 
report that the American followers of 
Baha’o’llab are now planning to erect 
a great temple of their faith. 

This will be the first edifice of the 
kind on the continent and the second 
one Id the world. It will be In or 
near Chicago. Its architecture will be 
a departure from all existing forms, 
bnt will not be eastern, as might be 
supposed from the oriental origin of 
the religion. «> 

Mountford Mills, one of the leaders 
in the movement In New York, said 
on his return that the Bahai move¬ 
ment was constantly gaining follow¬ 
ers and that all parts of the United 
States, as well as Canada and Hawaii, 
were represented st the convention. 
There are five groups of Bahais in 
New York. 

The object of the movement Is the 
religions unification of the world. The 
forerunner of the faith. All Moham¬ 
med. roee In Shlrat, Persia, In 1844 
and announced himself as preparing 
for the Promised One. He called him¬ 
self the Bab. an Arabic word signify¬ 
ing "the door.” He was persecuted 
and, six years later pnt to death by 
the Persian government on being con¬ 
victed of heresy. 

The real founder of the faith, Baha- 
o-llah, succeeded him.' He and his 
followers were sent to Acre as pris¬ 
oners. To him the Bahais refer rev¬ 
erently as “he of Acre.” The present

A modern system is being installed 
for the purpose of supplying gasoline 
for the numerous craft on the Wi¬ 
comico river. An arrangement has 
been made with the Standard Oil Co. 
by Mr. Glen Perdue of the Farmers 
& Planters Company by which the lat- 
ter coucern will supply all of the gaso¬ 
line for the river trade. In order to 
facilitate the handling of the oil and 
at the same time save the expense of 
hauling, a large tank Is being installed 
on the wlrnrf property opposite Fulton 
Station convenient to the switch of the 
B. C. & A. Railway Company. The 
tank has a capacity of 7,000 gallons- A 
pipe line has been laid from the tank 
to the river front below the pivot- 
bridge terminating with stations at 
three of the moBt convenient wharves. 
The pipe was driven under Main street 
so as to save taking up the bnok'pave 
meat. On the wharf a pump will be 
installed and gasoline can be pumped 
direct into the tankB of gasoline boats, 
and an attachment to the pump regis¬ 
ters accurately the amount taken.

Desecrated Graves. 

The arrest of Ex-State Treasurer T- 
N. Rawlins, Rey. E. J. Winder, L. N. 
Butler, Edwin Willey and several oth¬ 
er prominent cltllenfc of Seaford, Del¬ 
aware, caused considerable excitement 
in that town on Wednesday. The 
trouble was brought about by reason 
of the fact that the old Methodist 
Episcopal Church building and grave¬ 
yard bad been occupied for some time 
by Jesse A.. Wright, who claims to 
have purchased the property faom the 
trustees about ten years ago. At that 
time, It is said, he paid a part of the 
purchase money and took a receipt 
therefor. Later, however, when he 
tried to secure the title to the proper¬ 
ty it was refused and since then every 
means has been used to attempt to 
force him to vaoate the premises. 

Wright has been using the property 
in connection with his ice plant and 
has a moving picture parlor in opera¬ 
tion in the old church. Last year, by 
an act of the LeglsUture, the yard 
became a public burying ground en¬ 
trusted to the town of Seaford. When 
Mr. Rawlins and other citizens of the 
town therefore attempted to use the 
place for this purpose their arreat on 
curred, instigated by Wright.

TO HONOR ANSEL OF HADLEY. 


Massachusetts Town to Cslsbrnts De- 

Mvery Prom Indians by Judge Goffs. 

A New England? tradition that the 
100 Inhabitants of Hadley, Mass., were 
saved from an attack of Indians'In 
1675 by tbe appearance of William 
Qoffe. one of tbe regicide Judges who 
sentenced King Charles 1. of England 
to death, la revived and will be com¬ 
memorated at the celebration of the 
two hundred and fiftieth anniversary 
of the town tbe Coming summer. 

Had not Goffe forsaken the hiding 
place which he had kept for years and 
marshaled tbe disheartened colonists, 
legend says, the town would have been 
destroyed. The aged man’s unexpect¬ 
ed appearance, wearing robes of un¬ 
known fashion and a long white beard, 
and bis equally abrupt departure in 
the moment of victory left among tbe 
colonists the belief that a heavenly 
messenger bad been dispatched to 
them in the time of need, and Judge 
Goffe Is known today as the “angel of 
Hndley.’’ 

With Goffe In bis exile at Hadley 
was General Whalley, bis father-ln 
law. also one of the signers o. 
Charles’ death warrant These two 
adherents of Cromwell found an asy 
lum lu the house of the Rev. John Rus¬ 
sell at Hadley. Here they passed the 
remainder of their lives, Whalley dy¬ 
ing In 1675 and Goffe abont 1680.

Women Bowlers to Compete Tor 
World's Championship.

NEED NOT BE CLUB MEMBERS. 


Taumsy to to Hold In Now York Will 
Bo Oonduotod Under Rule* Of East¬ 
ern Lodioo’ Bowling Contoot— Fig¬ 
ure* For National Bowling Tourna¬ 
ment Roooh Huge Pr&portiono. 

Every woman bowler in America is 
invited to enter the Individual compe¬ 
tition for the world's championship to 
be held in Madison 8qusre Garden, la 
New York, on May 24 to Juno 12, dur¬ 
ing the three weeks given to the na¬ 
tional championships for men by the 
National Bowling association. Final 
arrangements for the tournament have 
been perfected with the United Tour¬ 
nament company, which has been or¬ 
ganized to handle the National Bowl¬ 
ing association events. 

This la the only tournament for wo¬ 
men that will be held in the big gar¬ 
den. There will be no entry or other 
fees of any kind, and every competitor 
will have free admission to tho garden 
during the tournament Club member¬ 
ship Is unnecessary, as the entries are 
all made by Individual registration. In 
recognition of the eastern ladles* bowl¬ 
ing congress, an organization of 800 or 
more members, that has done so much 
for bowling among women In the east 
the garden event will be conducted 
under Its rules, which are the same as 
those of the New York Bowling asso¬ 
ciation. 

The Drat prize will be a valuable 
diamond emblem, probably In the form 
of a brooch or locket suitably engrav¬ 
ed. This trophy will be recognized as 
emblematic of the world's champion- 
ship. Other medals of gold, silver and 
bronze are for second, third and fourth 
prizes. Each woman will roll three 
games, total plna to count, as in the 
Individual competition for the men j 
and boys. Games will be rolled only 
In the afternoon. 

Quite as much Interest has been 
awakened among the women In the 
west over this tournament as among 
those In the eaBt and In Greater New 
York. Miss Gertrude Hull of Chicago, 
who won the Olympic championship 
at St. LouIb; Miss Birdie Kern, daugh¬ 
ter of Martin Kern of St Louis, the 
former national champion; Miss Herr¬ 
mann, daughter of Garry Herrmann of 
ClnetnuatL chairman of the national 
baseball commission; Miss Bergman of 
Philadelphia and many women bowl- 
era of note will all be competitors for 
the diamond medal. 

In the garden they will meet for the 
first time the beat of the east, among 
them Mrs. P. J. Riddell, who defeated 
I Mrs. Hull at Rochester last year, and 
all the stars of the eastern ladles’ 
bowling congress.

Old Wheel of Fortune. 

In the village church ot Comfort, 
near Pont-Crolx, ln western Brittany, 
la a very good specimen of the now 
rare “wheel of fortune.” It Is made of 
wood, with a row of bells on lta outer 
rim and pivoted between a couple of 
rough beams, altogetber very primitive 
workmanship. By means of a cord at¬ 
tached to a ernuk the wheels can be 
made to revolve and set all the bells 
a-Jangllng. 1 have often heard that 
the peasants believe that It has mi¬ 
raculous power of healing when rung 
over the bead of a sufferer who baa 
placed a sou In the box to which the 
rope la padlocked. I received remark¬ 
able confirmation of tbla belief, for 
while making a photograph a well to 
do sailor’s wife and her husband came 
Into the church and looked round.
